MEETING IN PARIS 


Mr. Asquith and Colleagues in 
Conference With French 
Ministers 

SIR EDWARD GREY AND 

GEN. J0FFRE PRESENT 

Important Step in Development 
of Policy of Increased 
Co-ordination 


Parii, Nov. 17.—The firit meet¬ 
ing of the joint Anglo-French war 
council wax held here to-day. 
Those taking part on behalf of 
Oreat Britain were Mr. Axquith, 
St. Hon A J. Balfour, first lord 
of the admiralty; Et. Hon. David 
Lloyd George, minuter of muni- 
tioni, and Sir Edward Grey, for¬ 
eign secretary; while the French 
participants were M. Briand, the 
prime minister; General Gallieni, 
minister of war; Admiral La Case, 
minister of marine, and General 
JofTre, the commander-in-chief. 

The preiM-m-e in Frame of the men 
who are cha r g e d with the resi*oiM»l- 
Mltty or conductlnr tiff war for Great 
I’.rii tin mark* ait important, develop¬ 
ment In the policy of co-ordination 
among the entente * pqwers. ns an¬ 
nounced by the British prime minister 
in his speech In the no.usc of Gommbna.
